Hi Gang: 

Had to share this with all of you. As posted earlier last week, I took off for 
some Dept of Corrections (PA) inservice training at Millersville University, 
near Harrisburg & Lancaster, PA. 


Thank God I had my gear. Our 3 day seminar was on "The Psychology of 
Alienation" presented by a two-time loser, ex-con from Texas, anda 
bleeding-heart, ultra-liberal, feminazi psycho-babe shrink type from San Diego, 
CA who had the worst case of penis envy I have every experienced. Needless to 
say, after the ist session with these two, I was ready for some serious radio. 


Back at the dorm, I had played out the 33 ft of antenna wire from my 3rd floor 
window, down to a 7 ft tall bush next to the sidewalk.

(housed in the adjacent dorm) was wondering about "the old geek with the 
slighshoot" but what the heck, I had fun! 


I can hardly wait for my Wilderness Sierra.

Adam, 

You asked how to calibrate the dial on a new radio. 

You can use a modern transceiver with the power down real low into a dummy 
load, and send sigs at 10kHz intervals, tune them for center of your passband 
(generally loudest tone), and mark the dial. Or, use a calibrated signal 
generator, with a freq counter. Last choice would be a xtal calibrator, 
since you will have trouble knowing which signal is which! There are other 
ways to skin this cat, but easiest by far is using the digial capabilities of 
your main station transceiver. Lacking that, find someone who has one and go 
visit him/her for an hour or so. 72, Preston WJ2V

I mark the edges of the dial. Usually with a single line. For example, 
my NC40a tunes from 7.010 to 7.055 roughly. I also put a slash at 7.040. 
> I assume that you use a crystal calibrator. 

I have one around here someplace. I calibrated the rig with my gawd-awful 


expensive HP (High Priced) counter. 


> How close together are your marker signals? 
N/A 


> How do you log what frequency you are on? 
Usually like this... BAND 40M

Adam, N3RCS wrote: 
>How do you guys mark the dials on your QRP rigs. I assume that you use a 
>crystal calibrator. How close together are your marker signals? 100kc? 


>50kc? 25kc? 10kc? How do you log what frequency you are on? 


For me, a few pencil marks used to indicate important frequencies (e.g., band 


edges, QRP calling freq, and maybe a mark for every 10 KHz) suffices. Also, 
with a little spit and rubbing, I can recalibrate in a snap. No high tech 
stuff here, but it works. I usually calibrate the frequency against another 
rig (which has an internal crystal calibrator set with WWV). 


As for logging, I only log the band and never the exact frequency. So, my lack 
of precision on the tuning dial doesn't matter too much.
